Our  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  lack  of  any  reference  in  your 
Homelessness  Strategy  to  the  accommodation  needs  of  homeless 
Gypsies  in  the  borough. 

In  the  light  of  the  fact  Chelmsford  BC  on  26  January  rendered 
a number  of  families  homeless  through  the  eviction  from  their 
land  at  Meadowlands  Caravan  Park,  and  that  others  are  now 
under  threat  of  similar  eviction  from  Valley  View,  Old  Bam  Road, 
we  feel  there  is  an  urgent  need  for  Gypsies  to  be  included  in 
your  homeless  strategy. 

We  refer  to  recent  correspondence  between  the  Commission 
for  Racial  Equality  and  Council  concerning  local  authority  duties 
to  assess  the  needs  of  Gypsies  and  Travellers,  and  your  apparent 
neglect  in  this  respect.  Indeed,  your  own  reports  declares  that 
"local  ethnic  groups  may  have  needs  which  are  not  being  addressed". 

We  therefore  urge  that  the  accommodation  and  other  needs  of 
Gypsies  and  Travellers  be  included  in  the  Essex  Research  Network's 
research  into  the  needs  of  minority  ethnic  groups  in  Essex, 
which  we  understand  has  been  commissioned  by  EHOG 
from  Salford  University. 

Please  let  us  know  whether  you  are  in  favour  of  this.  And 
if  so  whether  you  will  now  request  that  Gypsies  and 
Travellers  be  included  in  the  Salford  University  research.
